2. Claims 1-7 and 16-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly 
unpatentable over O'Neil in view of U.S. Publication 2005/0177722 of Vaarala et al 
(hereafter "Vaarala"). Amendments have been made to the claims that are believed to 
place these claims in condition for allowance.
